It is a 
city of fine residences and attendant 
grounds, and the long dry summer 
seasons make it absolute that the wa- 
ter supply be large in proportion to 
population. 
The all-important fact 


with the Board of Public Works is to 
present the matter as clearly as pos- 
sible in all its principal bearings. If 
it can be shown, that the city can sup- 
ply itself more cheaply and satisfac- 
torily by owning its 
own water 


works, the people cannot but sub- 
scribe to the plan at once. Let the 
Board estimate from the books of the 
Water Company about what the 
income of the present works may be 
and place it alongside of the interest 
the city would have to pay on the 
purchase money in the proposed 
transaction; in short, present the 
proposed purchase in all all its varied 
conditions, and then it will be 
time to talk about creating another 
branch of government to do at pres- 
ent nobody knows what. We believe 
the Board of Public Works has not 
yet performed its legitimate duties, or 
gone the right way about the matter 
to so do. The subject ib uuo of "very 
serious importance, and the lunger 
it is delayed the worse it may be for 
the city.
